‘The German counter-stroke on the 
eastern front fails. ‘To aid the sorely 
pressed Austrians south of the Pripet 
marshes the Germans have been  con- 
centrating a large force at Kovel. It 
is believed that in all 120,000 Ger- 
mans have been brought up to rein- 
force that part of the ‘Teuton front 
between Kolki, on the Styr, and the 
Stokhod, which, like the Styr, flows 
northward through Western Volhynia 
into the Pripet. The German attack 
here is based ongthe idea that the 
Czar's troops dare not continue their 
advance upon Kovel so long as an Un- 
beaten German army remains 
the Stokhod and Styr Rivers 
their right flank.

There the 
Russians have crossed the Sereth 
River, and are rapidly overrunning 
Bukowina in pursuit of the fleeing 
Austriany, who are now entirely out 
of touch with the Austrian army of 


(ralicia, and must retire into Hungary 
through the passes of the Carpathi- 
ans to escape capture. 

Some idea of the magnitude of the 
disaster that has overtaken the Aus- 
trian armies in Volhynia, Galicia and 
Pukowina may be gained from the 
official Petrograd report that between 
June 3rd and June 15th General Brus- 
iloff’s troops captured 3,350 _ officers 
and 169,134 men, 198 guns, 550 ma- 
chine guns and enormous uantities 
of supplies. In the week that has pas- 
sed since the 15th the Russians must 
have taken at least twenty-five thous- 
and additional prisoners. Austria has 
lost in killed, wounded and_ prisoners 
on this front not less than 300,000 
men in three weeks, and Germany = at 
least 50,000. And still what a Berlin 
paper calls the “human tidal wave’’ 
of Slavs rolls on. 

North of «the Pripet marshes, where 
the Germans hold the line alone, they 
are attacking with vigor at various 
| points, but without success. ‘| hey

‘Before Verdun, 


“PARIS, June 20—An official state- 
ment issued Sunday says; ‘‘We have 
identified by prisoners taken two 
fresh divisions on our Verdun front. 
The proportion of men belonging to 
the 1916 class brought up as rein- 
forcements by the Germans has in- 
creased considerably. We are able to 
ascertain the presence of young sol- 
diers belonging to the 1917 class.” 

A despatch from Amsterdam states 
that an official order appears in the 
German papers calling all the sol- 
diers of the 1917 class to the colors. 

Fresh attempts by the Germans 
against the French positions north- 
east and north-west of Verdun met 
with no sucéess, says the r'rench War 
Office, and the Germans suffered 
heavy casualties in their attacks— 
delivered against Le Mort Homme 
and Thiaumont sectors. 

Again there has been considerable 
activity in the Argonne forest and in 
the Vosges mountains, where the 
French in the former sector used 
their long-range artillery effectively 
against German positions, and in the 
latter sector put down a surprise in- 
fantry attack south-west of Cars- 
pach, 

The French forces made an attack 
on the German positions north of 
Hill 321, west of the Thiaumont 
farm Saturday morning, capturing 
some trench elements and taking 
some 30 prisoners. 

No infantry attack was made by 
the Germans in the course of the day, 
but their artillery continued its vio: 
lent bombardment of the French po- 
sitions on Hill 304,°and the second 
line in the Chattancourt sector, on 
the west, bank of the Meuse, and ot 
the sector south of Fort Vaux on the 
east bank, 

Considerable’ activity is reported 
from the St. Mihiel region. There 
was fighting with hand grenades in 
the forest of Apremont, south-east of 
St. Mihiel, and French artillery bom. 
barded German camps at Montsee, to 
the east of St. Mihiel, and caused a 
fire in the railway station at Vigneul- 
les-Hattonchattel, to the north-east 
of the same town, 


U.S. TROOPS CALLED. 


National Guard Will Be Hurried to 
Mexican Border. 

WASHINGTON, June 20.—Virt- 
wally the entire mobile strength of 
the National Guard of all states and 
the District of Columbia, was order- 
ed mustered into the federal service 
Sunday night by President Wilson. 
About 100,000 men are expected to 
respond to the call, although Brig.- 
Gen. Alfred Mills estimates that the 
maximum militia forces available 
would be 145,000 men. 

They will mobilize immediately for 
such service on the Mexican border 
as may be assigned to them. 

Secretary of War Baker Sunday 
issued the following statement: 

“In view of the disturbed condi- 
tions on the Mexican border, and in 
order to assure complete protection 
for all Americans, the President has 
called out substantially all the state 
militia, and will send them to the 
border, wherever and as fully as Gen. 
Funston determines them to be need- 
ed for the purpose stated. 

“If all are not needed an _ effort 
will be made to relieve those on duty 
there from time to time so as to dis- 











Austrian Force Is Divided Into 


Three Sections. 


Bruasiloff's Magnificent Drive Has 
Shattered the Defensive in Buko- 
wina and Enemy is Operating in 
Isolated Armies — Capture of 
Czernowitz is an Important Vic- 
tory. 


LONDON, June 20.,—The Russian 
offensive has been renewed after a 
temporary pause, with increased fury. 
An incessant rain of shells is falling 
even thicker than in the earlier days 
of the offensive, on the Austrian 
trenches, and the Russian ammuni- 
tion supply appears to be inexhaust- 
ible. Heavy guns have been brought 
up, the despatches from the front 
say, and huge Russian reinforce- 
ments have appeared near Torchin, 
west of Lursk, in the Stokhed-Styr 
district, and near Horodenka, be-~ 
tween the Dneister and the Pruth. 

The breaches made by the Rus- 
sians on.the south-western front, 
spreading fan-shape from 30 to 490 
miles in the rear of the Austrian 
line, have now effectively separated 
the three main Austrian army groups 
operating between the Pripet and 
Bukowina. The continued retreat of 
the more advanced portions of the 
Austrian forces is occasioned, there- 
fore, more from strategic reasons 
than because of actual pressure ap- 
plied by the Russians, 

The primary object of Ceneral 
Crussiloff’s campaign is not the re- 
taking of lost territory, and, al- 
though it is quite conceivable that 
Lemberg may be caughé’in the en- 
circling movement developing from 
the flank attacks of Lutsk and Czer- 
nowitz, the chief aim of the Russian 
advance is obviously to destroy—or, 
at least, cripple—the Austrian army. 

The tremendous number of pris- 
oners taken by the, Russians up to 
Saturday rough estimated at 165,- 
000, with additional losses in killed 
or wounded of 150,000, attests to the 
success of the Rusgians in accom- 
plishing this aim. 

After much hard fighting on the 
River Pruth, where the Austrians 
fouzht desperately with a view to 
gaining time for the evacuation of 
Czernowitz by their army and the re- 
moval of military stores from t¥e 
city, General Lechnitzky has finally 
entered the capital of Bukowina. 
The capture is an important one, as 
it entails the command of several im- 
portant railway lines. The city.had 
been untenable for several days be- 
cause of the tremendous Russian 
bombardment, which compelled the 
flight of the civil inhabitants and 
evacuation of the place by tBe Aus- 
trian forces, It is expected that fur- 
ther details of the capture will show 
that both sides suffered sanguinary 
lasses. 

The recapture of Czernowitz by 
the Russians comes at a dramatic mo- 
ment, it happening only a few days 
after the Austrians, with imposing 
ceremony, had unveiled on the city 
hall a double-headed Austrian eagle 
such as the Russians had removed 
during the occupation of the city last 
year.

FOUGHT LIKE DEMONS. 


Canadian Prisoners Cheered by Bel- 
gians at Courtrai, 

LONDON, June 20.—Soldiers re- 
turning to Courtrai from the front on 
Wednesday said the Canadians 
fought like demons until they recov- 
ered the trenches lost the previous 
week, writes a correspondent of the 
Amsterdam Telegraaf, who adds: 

“Germans losses were heavy dur- 
ing the British bombardment prelim- 
inary to the recovery of the ground. 
The correspondent saw people from 
Courtrai, who described scenes there 
after the German defeat. Train after 
train and a long succession of motor 
ambulances brought the wounded 
back in Rue de Lille, and on the 
market places cars stood dripping 
with blood, Inhabitants of Courtral 
rejoleed at the German setback, as 
on the previous Saturday they were 
angrily forbidden to cheor when 200 
Canadian prisoners were marched in 
through the Porte de Menin. 

“After being given food in the big 
schoolroom the prisoners were 
taken to Ghent. Cheered occasional- 
ly when Belgian women caught sight 
of the men, not even the brutal pun- 
ishment of the Huns could prevent 
them from cheering. On Monday 57 
more Canadians came through, but 
neither party had any officers and 
no general wa3 seen.”

HUMAN VISION. 


Nearsight and Method tn 
Testing the Eyes, 

Farsight or nearsight—which is bet- 
ter? We must remember that he who 
has unusually acute vision for objects 
at a great distance can rarely thread a 
needle or read small print without 
glasses, while .he person whose uear 
vision is so acute as to serve him al- 
most like a microscope sees distuut ob- 
jects as a blurred mags, 

The Medical Record comments on 
“how little is known as to the extent 
of vision of the farsighted and still less 
of the nearsighted.”” We have two eyes 
in order that our vision may be stereo- 
scopic, and it is thus that we ure ablo 
to judge of the relative distances of ob- 
jects, and it brings a greater field be- 
fore the retina at one time, but the 
sight of two eyes is no keener than 
that of one. “Indeed, if there be re- 
quired a greater intensity in a given 
field it is a natural tendency to obscure 
the vision of one eye.” That is why 
most women close one eye when thread- 
ing a fine needle and why men in firing 
a rifle at a target shut one eye.

."King Ferdinand, and both the 
young princes came to Uskub before 
we were permitted to leave. None of 
them, however, came to the hospital. 
After leaving Uskub we were detained 
in sofia for a month. Lady Paget was 
the guest of the Queen of Belgium. 
I was allowed to visit the British 
prisoners—of whom there were about 
thirty—and they all spoke well of their 
general treatment. Two prisoners we 
were able to bring away, Private Mor- 
ris and Private Woodbine, the latter 
being blind.” «

Barbed oats are the instruments of 
offence invented by Germans. The 
War Office has had to issue to respon- 
sible officers in charge of cavalry and 
other mounted forces an order that 
every ‘bushel of oats now must be 
examined carefully before it ig used, 
It has been discovered that some of 
the sacks of oats purchased in the 
United States contained little pieces 
of steel, shaped like oats, and painted 
yellow. These are barbed, and a 
horse that swallowed one would have 
little chance of life. The placing of 
the barbed oats in the food is consider: 
ed to be the work of Germans who 
have obtained employment in Ameri- 
can granaries in order to kill the 
/horses at 3,000 miles range.

I had thought China was a queer

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BUSY BEES IN WINTER. 

How They Generate Heat to Keep the 

Colony Warm. 

The bee upholds his reputation for in- 
dustry throughout the winter months 
as well as during the summer. Being 
susceptible to cold, the bee must turn 
to his colony for warmth. Commun- 
ism, which in bees is so highly de- 
veloped in the storing of food and car- 
ing for the young, is also the basis for 
the heating system. 

It was found by experiment that 
only the shell of the cluster made by 
the bees in cold weather is compact. 
This is formed by one to several lay- 
ers of bees all solidly arranged with 
their heads inward, their hairs inter- 
lacing. This arrangement ts perfect 
for conservation of the heat within, 
Except for an occasional shifting of 
Position the bees forming the shell are 
quiet. Brut within the shell strange 
things are going on. 

It is here that the heat is generated. 


And the antics are not unlike our own 





when we are cold. ‘The bees are pack- 
ed loosely within the shell so that 
there is plenty of space for many bees 
to be exercising at a time. Rapid 
fanning of the wings, shaking the body 
from side to side, rapid breathing and 
other movements are all part of the 
scheme for raising the temperature. 
In one particular instance, when a bee 
had been rapidly fanning with his 
wings for seven and a half minutes, 
the thermometer uearest him rose halt 
a degree [,—l’earson's Weekly. ;

The true ballbeaded thumb gives to 
the frst phalange a round, bulbous ap- 
pearance.

Dumollard, a wholesale murderer, 
bad a band remarkable for its thick- 
ness and length of palm in proportion 
to the fingers. He had a significant 
sign, common to most murderers— 
namely, almost entire absence of lines 
in the palm, save the three principal 
ones—the lines of life, head and heart. 
These lines were very strongly defined. 
The line of the head—the center line 
extending across the palm—was vio- 


| lently cut by the line of life running 


upward from the wrist. Chiromancy 
interprets this to foretell a violent 
death. His fingers were knotty and 
uneven at the nail phalanges. 





THE ART OF NORWAY. 


It Reflects the Early Peasant and the 
National Character. 

Long before the art of painting was 
practiced in Norway the Norwegian 
peasant, like his Magyar contempo- 
rary, had developed an art that was 
and still remains thordughly ational. 
The Norwegian peWsant art, like that 
of other countries, is characterized by 
a primitive purity of color that antici- 
pates the art of today and forms, so to 
speak, a connecting link that ties the 
present to the past. If we remember 
the crude vigor and bold color of this 
early peasant art we shall perhaps bet- 
ter understand contemporary Norwe- 
cian art, 

Temperamentally they are the same. 
We find in both the same characteris- 
tic forthrightness of expression, the 
same bold, uncompromising design and 
color, Moreover, both are alike in that 
the aim of each is to fill a given space 
with a design that will form a decora- 
tion. Much of modern art is in this 
direction, and contemporary Norwe- 
gian art is no exception to this. 

If this art appears somewhat rough 
and crude, more forceful and original 
than polished and ingratiating, it is the 
fault of the national character rather 
than of the art itself. We are nota 
suave peeple; we are somewhat blunt 
and direct, and these racial qualities 
are expressing themselves more and 
moré in-our art as it gradually emanci- 
pates itself from foreign influences and 
returns to its basic character.—J. Nil-

Light of the Firefly. 

Probably.as far back as 1783 it was 
known that the luminous parts of fire- 
files, glowworms, etc., could be dried 
and preserved out of contact with the 
air for considerable periods without 
losing their light giving power. In late 
years it has been possible to prove this 
permanence of the light giving power 
for at least eighteen months. Kastle 


and McDermitt were able, upon open- ,; 


ing tubes containing the luminous or- 
gans of the common firefly preserved 
in hydrogen or a vacuum, to obtain 
quite a brilliant light by simply mois- 
tening with water. The light was in- 
creased when hydrogen peroxide re- 
placed water. However, scientists have 
yet t@ discover the firefly’s secret of 
producing light without heat.

| THE WET SPRING. 





Crops Suitable for Late Sowing in 
Ontario and Quebec. 





In some parts of Ontario the contin- 

ued wet weather that has character- 
ized this season up to the present has 
prevented the sowing of some of the 
‘usual crops af the usual time and has 
‘had a tendency to discourage the 
farmer. Such, however, should not 
be the feeling since the possibilities of 
producing crops on land not yet sown, 
are practically as good as ever provid- 
ed the weather improyes a bit and the 
right crops be sown inthe right way 
and properly looked afters. 

Among crops sure of proving satis- 
factory even at this lute date are 
barley for grain, peas and oats for 
forage, buckwheat, millet, hungarian 
grass, corn for forage or ensilage, 
| swedes, white or flat turnips and rape. 

BARLEY would likely a6 well even 
yet on fairly well drained land. 
about 2 bushels per acre. 

PEAS and OATS sown 3 bush. oats 
and 1 bush. peas per acre to be cut 
green for hay may be expected to give 
profitable returns if sown anywhere 
before Jane 25th. 

MILLETS

THE SOUP POTS. 
Amongst other provisions for the 
comtort of the troops, the W.C.T.U., 
is supplying Capt, Archibald with the 
money to provide hot soup each night 
for all the “listening” parties, engineer 
squads, patrol, etc., in the command 
to which he is attached. ‘The soup is 
made each day. At night six huge 
iron pots are filled and variously dis- 
tributed. And between sundown and 
suurise an average of 1200 men par- 
take of this nourishing, stimulating 
food. It takes $U1.U0 per month to 
provide the barley, rice, carrots and 
onions. The stock is made from the 
large quantities of bones. cut out of 
the meat before it is cooked by the 
divisional cooks, and that, prior to the 
advent of Capt. Archibald’s soup pots, 
were buried or burned. 

This is but one of the many ways in 
which the men, who have offered their 
all in defence of the Empire, are being 
cared for.

Capt Archivald is asking for small 
musical instruments, such as mouth 
organs, flutes, bones, piccolos, concer- 
tinas, ete., for the use of the soldiers.

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SUBSTITUTES FOR POTASH. 


Wood Ashes and Deep and Careful 
Plowing Offset Lack of Fertilizer. 
Shortage of potash this year will 
work hardship to many, but the loss 
can in a measure be made up by the 
use of wood ashes as well as by deep 
and careful plowing. If in plowing 
the subsoiler is used this spring, in 
seven cases out of ten enough potash 
would be brought within reach of the 
plant roots to furnish all that is needed 
The effect of well preserved wood 
ashes js to increase indirectly the avail 
able nitrogen of the organic matter in 
the soM, and when the ashes are ap 
plied as a top dressing on grass lands 
they encourage the growth of clover 
and the better kinds of grasses, which 
then become strong cnough to crowd 
out the inferlor kinds. Wood ashes 
are also beneficial to corn and beets, 
Ashes contain, besides potash, about 
2 per cent phosphorie acid. a trace of 
magnesia and considerable lime. It 
order to get the greatest benefit from 
these last named elements, however 
the ashes must be kept dry; otherwise 
some of the potash will leak out 
Ashes from hard woods are richer {1 
both phosphorus and potash than those 
from soft woods. The best ashes to be 
‘had are from maple, hickory, ash, ok 
and elm, and the ashes from twigs. the 
United States department of agrten) 
ture advises, are better than the ashes 
from the heartwood tuken from fe 
middle of an old tree. In general, the 





smaller and younger the wood burned | 


the better the ashes. 

Wood ashes taken from stoves rnd 
open fireplaces will average about 8 o1 
9 per cent of potash, or 4.5 pounds per 
bushel of forty-eight pounds, and 2 
per cent phosphoric acid, or one pound 
These percentages give a value of 
about 20 cents to a bushel of ashes. 
In addition to this value the presence 
of lime and considerable other con- 
stituents which act indirectly on the 
soll add about 10 per cent more to the 
value of a bushel. In purchasing asbes 
be sure to note the statement on the 
container. Canadian wood ashes, for 
example, are as a rule Jow grade ashes 
and are often elther partiall;; leached 
or mixed with foreign matter. They 
will analyze about 5 per cent potash 
and 1.5 per cent phosphoric acid. 





A Chinese Trick.

One is a method 
by which they can make a postage 
stamp do service almost indefinitely. 
The sender of the letter passes over 
the stamp some paste which in appear- 
ance iy not unlike the gum at the back 
of a stamp.

The receiver of 
the letter must be a confederate, and 
be passes a damp sponge over the 
stamp. This removes the paste and 
with it the postal mark, so until the 
stamp 1s worn out jt can be used over 
and over again.

THE HATCHING EGGS. 





Select eggs from only the best bens 


in the flock, Twenty or twenty-five 
should be selected and the eggs from 


ithem kept for hatching purposes. 


Eggs for hatching should not welgh 
less than two nor more than two and 
one-half ounces. They should not be 
washed, as this lowers their vitality. 

The eggs should be gathered two 
or three times daily and placed in a 
dry place where the temperature ts 
below 70 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Keep the eggs on their sides and turn 
twice daily before putting them into 
the incubator or under the hen. 

Avoid eggs that have transparent 
shells or a roughened appearance.

GARDENING DON'TS. | 


The average amateur gardener and 
often, too, the man wh» has bad sev- 
eral years of gardening experience 
often make the miscalee of trying to 
grow too many different things in a 
spall space, the result being that not 
epough of any one variety is produced 
to amount to anytbiog.

Plan to keep the garden hard af work 
during the entire growing season, 
which lasts from the time the earliest 
crop can be planted tn the spring un- 
til the season {fs late enough to bring 
danger of frost. 

Do not be stingy with fertilizing ele- 
ments, but use all the o!d stable ma- 
pure obtainable. Too much cannot be 
used. 

Don't try #0 begin operations too 
early, but wait until the frost is out of 
the ground. 

Don’t buy cheap seeds, because such 
seeds are dear at any price. Duy ouly 
the best. Results will more tian pay 
for the difference in price.

Year 1816 Was 
Known as. 
Summertess Year 


The vear 1816, that is, 100 
years ago, says the Perth Ex- 
positor, Was knownas the “sum- 
merless summer.” Snow com- 
menced falling in the middle ot 
June, by the middle of August it 
was one foot in depth, and from 
the first fall of snow in June un- 
til the following summer the 
earth remained under the cover- 
ing of the wintry blanket. Ab- 
solutely nothing in the way of 
harvest was garnered. Every- 
thing in the way of crops rottcd 
in the ground. What did they 
live on? Meat—imeat and fish 
—there were no vegetables and 
there was no flour; it was veni- 
son and fish to-day, relieved by 
fish and flesh to-morrow,. taken 
fromslaughteredcattle. Hay had 
to be shipped from Ireland to 
save the sturving catule in Que- 
bec, and it sold there at $45 per 
ton; flour sold at $17 per barrel 
in Quebec, and potatoes were 
one penny a pound. This year 
was called “the year eighteen 
and frozen to death.” The cause 
of the cold was believed to be 
sunspots, which were so large 
that for the first, time in their 
history they could be seen with- 
out the aid of a telescope. It 
was also known as ‘poverty 
year.” In New Hampshire hay 
sold at $180 a ton. The next 
spring the market price of corn 
was $2; abushel of wheat, $2 50; 
rye, $2; oats, 0c; beans, $3; 
butter. 25¢ per Ib.” (It usually 
sold in those days at eight or 
ten cents.)
